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The Sugar Loaf is situated not far from the 
centre of the island—it stands upon an irregular 
plane, its base ‘“‘embosomed in thick trees’’— 
and rearsits spiry tops above them, like an 
Egyptian pyramid. 

The Scull Rock, is rendered interesting more 
from trednionary information, than from us pre- 
sent appearance—it is totally isolated, and al- 
most hid from view in summer, by the thick 
woods which surrounds it. There is a small 
opening at the bottom: sufficient fur the entrance 
ofa boy. Jieary, io his travels speaks of this 
cave affording him shelter and refuge from the 
Indians. He states, that “in this place he roll- 
ed himself in his blanket and slept a might, and 
when daylight returned, he discovered with feel- 
ings of horror, that be wag laying. on, nothing 
less than a heap of humau bones and skulls 
which covered the floor.’’ 

How these bones came liete kas been left to 
conjecture; at all events there are but a few to 
ofapkull. This cave is s d to have been 
made a deposit for their d 


have crumbled away, as but a small vestige of 
its int@rior remains. 

The morning was a little overcast, but suppos- 
ing that as the sun rose higher in the heavens, 
his brightuess would disperse the few scatiering 
clouds tbat were to be seen, and with anticipa- 
tions of pleasure, we stepped into the ‘little green 
boat,’ and directed our course towards Point St. 
igaace. ‘This place is about five miles distant 
from Mackinac, and has its name from St. I[gna- 
tius. Formerly, here was established a Jesuit 
missien ;—some slight vestiges of the foundation 
of the ‘old chapel’ are yet to be see he few 
inhabitants of this place are chiefly adians, 
and subsist almost entirely upon fish and pota- 
toes. There resides here an old Frenchman who 
was bern on. the Point; he is apparcntly 7U years 
of age, and has never been farther from it than 
the island of Mackinac. He is a small and 
venerable looking man, generally wears a coat 
made of deer’s skin, and is called by every per- 
son who knows Lim, ‘Governor.’ 

Near the shore of a sinall prairie that bor 
on this point we discovered an Indian in his ca- 
noe; our bugle sounded a few notes—the Indian 
set his paddle to work briskly, and made. as 
though he would come up with us; but a fair wind 
carried our little bark through the water so rapid- 
ly that ‘* Neechy,’’ finding he could not‘overtake 
us, gave ep the attempt, and we left him far in 
the rear, seemingly much vexed and disappoint- 
ed. 

We soon reached the Green isles, which are 
situated in the Straits, and break the monoto- 
nous appearance of the broad traverse from 
Mackinac to Point Wagoshanee: we Janded on 
one of them, Together, they fori a very pretty 
appearance in the distance, though in reality 
little more than sahd banks. The next island 
is called ** St. Helena."’ This name brought to 
mind that “Solitary Rock’’ which held fora time 

j j r, the most extraordinary map that 
efter lived. He, who was surrounded by obse- 
quious kings and nobles, distributing principali- 
ties and kingdoms, and ‘‘the tide of whose suc- 
cess was atrested and driven back with the same 
impetuosity with which it had rolled onward.”’ 
And even there, tho chained as it were by 
every sinew of his body, and guarded by a con- 
tinual watch, he.was looked upon with a kind of 
su tural fear and dread. Not a movement 
of his finger, nora glance of his eye, but was 


suspected to codvey some inventive pian of in- 
surrection, or some miraculous stretch of power. 


indeed would he have been could he have 
eoaicaeictte splendid thraldom for a dwelling 
upon this lone and isolated spot—proud and un- 
bending as was his character, he no doubt would 
have aecepted the Offer of an asylum on this bar- 
ren and uninhabited island, which is seldom 
pressed by the foot of man—where the Eagle 
builds her nest, and the Dove rests her weary 
pinions, unmolested and in safety. 

From here we crossed over to ‘Old Mackinac,’ 
landed and strolled about the place. This was 
once a British garrison, which, under the com- 
mand of Major Ethrington. were, in 1763, nearly 
all massacred by the Indians. The appearance 
of its having been e fort is almost imperceptible 
—the buildings are all destroyed, and nothing 
remains but some foundations, and the vestiges 
of an old stockade. Yet there is sufficient fo 
remind the traveller of the scene of murder and 
carnage that must have taken place. The ground 
is yet studded with the burnt and acattered re- 
mains of human bones,—the only remains of the 
victims of that dreadful slaughter. After the de- 
struction of this post it was never re-oceupied, 
and the present Fort Mackinac was selected as a 
mere desirable military location. We spent about 
an hour here, took our luncheon, and then steer- 
ed our course for Sheboiegan river. 

We were all strangers to the part of the coun- 
try to which we were steering, excepting the di- 
rection which our course lay, we therefore had 
te search for the river. The day clouded over, 
the winds increased, and the sea became very 
very rough—we all got a good sprinkling before 
we reached what is termed The Red Banks, a 
distance of about seven miles from the mouth of 
the river. Our little bark rides the sea extremely 
well. It now became misty and very onpleasant. 
A pitched tent’on a little island about five miles 
di , atiracted our attention, and we steered 
for it. On landing, we found it to be near the 
mouth of the Sheboiegan. A number of Cana- 
dians were mn a group around a fire; upen which 
was hang, in gipsy style, a large kettle, boiling 
away in good earnest ;—upon its gurface, wild 
ducks showed their featherless heads, and occa- 
sionally pluaged as if in pursuit of the corn, 
potatoes, and squashes that were bubbling up 
amongst them: upon a Stick diagonally stuck in 
the ground, was a fine black bass- thrust through 
the body, cringing and writhing in so uogemal 
an element-—others were strewed on the ground 
weiting in passive durance their turn of suiler- 
ing. | was chilly and wet, a rush mat was spread 
for me, and [ willingly sat down before the fire. 
By these men we understood that we would find 
a good harbour for our boat, tnd encamping 
ground, about halfa mile up the mver. It was 
now five o'clock, P. M., and as a storm was 
threatening, we considered it best to gain the 
distance as soon as possible, which we did in a 
few minutes. 

On the border of this river, for a short dis- 
tance, is a small prairie of about four acres; here 
we stopped, set four of the men to catch eeme 
fish, and the others remained to pitch the tents, 
make a fire, andl prepare supper. Some Indians 
brought us wild ducks, for which we gave them 
bread and tobacco. The men soon returned 
bringing fish. A fine pickere!l was prepared, and 
like Tarks in posture, we seated ourselves, and 
made a hearty meal on fried fish, pork, toast, 
and a cup of good Old Hysen; afier which we 
laid down to rest forthe night. Aboet midnight 
a heavy rain commenced, which continued most 
of the next day. ’ 

Thureday.—I was awakened early this mern- 
ing by the cracking of « brisk fire in front of

To me it was a pleasant sound: it was like 
the falling of rain upon a shingle roof, which I 
think is caleulated to produce upon the mind a 
train of soothing reRections;—at all events, it 
had that effect upon mine. 

When I rose to dress I found part of my gar- 
ments dripping wet, so hadto lay myse!f down 
again, and wait until they were dried. The 
storm is likely to continue all day, so conclude 
it best fo remain where we are, and not expose 
ourselves unnecessarily to the weather. After

culty we could discover its entrance; we groped 
our way up the bank, got our fire works, and 
after some considerable time, as the woods were 
— from the heavy rain, sacceeded in kindling 
a fire. 

The place we had stopped at was not a good 
one for an encampment; but having been so 
much belated, we were compelled to do the 
best we could, and accordingly set about clear- 
mg away some of the young brush to make room 
for our tents, which we pitched; prepared sup- 
per, and made a hearty meal. ; 

AS we were in a totally uninhabited part of 
the country, it was thoaght proper to lay the 
guns handy, in case of an intrusion by the 
wolves, &c. that might dwell about the place. 
A large fire was !aid on—we spread our mats | 
and bedding, and laid ourselves down to rest. 





The screeching of the owls kept me awake for 
some time; but as 1 was quite weary, I soon fell 
into a sound sleep, which sealed my cyes, and | 
closed my ears from all noise; and I did not awake 
until the dawn of day, when we heard a rum- | 
bling noise Jike distant thunder—but which was | 
the morning gan from Fort Machinac, from 
which we were about 30 miles distant on a | 
strait line, and about 45 the course we had | 
eome. 

At 7, A. M. we re-entered White Lake with | 
a fine breeze, reached our breakfasting place 
about 9; here we caught a few bass, killed three 
dacks, and at half-past 11, proceeded on; arriv- 
ed at the mouth of the river at 2 P. M.; stayed 
but a few minutes here, merely re-visiting our 
first encampment, and then pushed on our way 
homewards: wind being pretty much ahead, we 
set sail for Point-au-pia, about 8 miles from She- 
najegan, situated on the south side of Bois- 
blanc island. Here we landed, and as there was 
considerable surf, drew our boat upon the beach 
and spent an hour or two in shooting pidgeons, 
and picking sand cherries, of which we found 
abundance. We then turned our course towards 
fort Mackinac. Night overtook us before we 
reached home—when within a half a mile, our 
bugler sounded the ‘‘ advance’’—at about § in 
the evening we once more landed upon the is|- 
and of Michilimackinae, a little fatigued, but 
moch gratified with our excursion, and having 
suffered no particular inconvenience from the 
little exposures which we necessarily expe- 
spaces from the unpleasantness of the wea- 
ther.

men’s supper. After this, I again fr'l asleep. 
and again was disturbed by a continuance of the 
yelling and noise of the Indians. 

Friday.—Rose eatly—weathcer misty and 
cloudy, though some prospect of clearing away; 
breakfasted, struck our tents, and again em- 
barked. 


About half'a mite up the river the rapids eom- 
mence, and continue for about one mile—4 
miles from the mouth of the Sheboiegan, on the 
left, the Wabado, a broad stream, branches off 
—this is a considerable river, intersected with a 
number of small Jakes; our course was to the 
right—5 miles beyond this, the river opens into 
a beantiful lake 10 or 12 miles long, and 4 or 
5 wide; this is called‘ White lake,’ it is sur- 
roanded by the wilderness, and has in many 
pidees afine gravel beach. Not knowing where 
to find the qutlet, we coasted along on the right 
shore, until we came directly opposite to where 
we éntered at the other extremity, and reached 
the head of this lake at half past 2,P.M. We 
again took a luncheon on board, consisting of 
cold roast ducks, &c. which relished well, being 
seasoned with a good appetite. Here we found 
what is called a continuation of the Sheboiegan 
—a little on the left, is Sturgeon river. 

The Sheboiegan continued on, winding its¥er- 
pentine course for 7 or 8 miles, when we again 
entered upor another pretty little lake, shaped 
somewhat in form of a heart—upon this we saw 
a flock of Swans. This is called *‘ the lake of 
the cornfields,’’ from the circumstance that a 
few Indians residing there, cultivate that vege- 
table. We stecred for the opposite central 
point which projects out into the lake; on this 
we landed, and followed a little beaten track 
up the bank, whieh led us to an Indian baryin 
place; there were twelve graves, five of whic 
were small, and all covered with a shelving roof 
of cedarbark. Inthe centre of this place was 
a high pole. This path led us to another, appa- 
rently more frequented, and brought us ina few 
minutes into a beautiful rich grove of elm, beach 
and maple trees, nnder which were several In- 
dian lodges. We met an old man named ——, 
or “* Big Sail,” seemingly 60 or 70 years of 
age, leaning upon ‘a siaff; he greeted as with 
their usual safutation of * Bonjour,’ shook 
hands and appeared pleased to see us. Cal- 
ver who acted as interpreter, asked him if he 
cultivated any ground? The old man bade him 
go with him and he would shew him; accordingly, 
at a short distance from the grove, a conside- 
rable field was planted with corn, potatoes, 
squashés, and cucambers. We exchanged sonte 
tobateo and ammunition by reavest, for some 
of his corn. mri 

I Jooked into one of the lodges, and saw 4 
number of Indians lying upon mats; amongst 
them was a squaw very sick, With her head 
bound up. She uttered something in a fretful 
tone of voice, and looked as though she was 
displeased with our intrusion. We spent about 
an hour at this detightful spot, and I could not 
but admire the taste of thesé children of the 
forest in selecting so beautiful a situation for 
their abode. They are part of tho*Chippewa 
tribe, and cultivate a portion of the soil suffi- 
cient for their own consumption, a part of 
which they take to Mackinac and exchange for 
tobacco, bread, &e. 

There was about 10 lodges at this place. 
When returning to our boat, a number of the 
Indinhs accompanied us down, and among them 
wat the poor sick squaw, who I had just seen 
in the wigwam; her curiosity had induced ber 
to get up and ome to sce the boat. Afier we 
were all on board and hoisting sail, an ugly, sa- 
vage, looking Indian called to us from the shore 
oat enqnired, ** if it was the Governor of Mack- 
imac and his soldiers?’’ one of our crew, (sol- 
dierlike) anewered in the afiirmative; he looked 
angry, shook his’ fist, saying be was Sagenosh, 
(meaning British,) and told us “* Kewane we 
beton,” (to begone quick.) We did not fear his 
threats, but as it was our intention to commence 
our return, and eneamp at the other end of this 
tae, we were soon out of hesring of the sa- 
vage. It was now about 6 P.M. and we had 
nine miles yet to go. Night came on 
and it was 8 o’clock and very derk before we

The tearfu chant with which poor people are 

now daily coining under our windows, telling us

The musician unawares— 
one who gives way to his feelings, and follows 
the rules of composition withoat knowing them 
—is the man to write a Jasting popular melody. 
Musical Mathematicians aver that the minor ke; 

is not in nature. How comes it then that Sai- 
for’s tunes, the Christmas Carol, and the old 
Monkish Chants, between which there is a re- 
markable similarity, should partake so much of 
this mode? These came down tous from remote 
periods: the Argonauts might have invented the 
tirst, and the Shepherds of Bethlehem the second, 
for any thing we know of the matter. It is hard- 
ly to be supposed that in the infancy of the lan- 
guage of sound, people who merely vented their 
feelings should affect a refinemeot beyond na- 
ture. But let us hear the two combinations. 
The major chord, which is the natural and per- 
fect combination, as mathematicians impress 
upon us, conveys nothing beyond a satisfactory 
sensation to the ear. ._The minor chord, on the 
contrary, carries the sentiment of melancholy in 
its sound; a shade passes over us as we hear it. 
It would be a pleasant deduction to draw thence, 
that all the misery, pain, or spheppioese that 
are to be found in the world, are but perver- 
sions of nature’s intentions, like the minor key! 
Banish sorrow, and we should have no more 
sympathy with se sophysticate a mode, that 
coat have come inte fashion at the fall of 
man!—We believe that none of those quaint mi- 
ner tunes with which mariners are wont to sooth 
‘the dreary hours of their watch, heve ever been 
pricked down in notes. The Christmas Carol 
has been written, and the subject has received 
some fine harmonies and masterly treatment by 
Mr. Samuel Wesley. Neo other proofs are re- 
quisite of the innate worth of a melody, than 
that it shall admit of a good bass, and good 
treatment. But who would want more than his 
own ears to assure him of the expression of the 
last phrase in the Christmas Carol? . It runs the 
gauntlet annually through all the hoarse out-of- 
tune, foggy- voiced, and wooden-legged perform-

CHRYSTALLIZATION UF WATER. 

The chrystallization of water under the 
form of those night frosts which so much 
prevail during the early spring, and whieh 
are of such important service in assisting 

operations of agriculture, by rendering 

c surface of the earth mellow, and better 
susceptible.of the manure that is necessary 
to it, are greatly assisted and in many cases 
entirely brought about by the intervention 
of moonlight. .Itis well known, that under 
éertain circumstances, water will sink to the 
temperature of 22 degrees before it freezes, 
or takes=the-form of chrystals.

Jt is an unquestionable fact, but one 
which has not been observed generally, ur 
attended to, that during that period of the 
year which has been‘alluded to, and indeed 
other periods before the moon rises on a 
still clear night, when the atmosphere. is at 
a lower temperature than 32, the water re- 
mains in a liquid state, but immediately on 
the moon rising, arid diffusing its light around 
the water freezes, and performs the saluta- 
ry offices required of it, without sabjecting 
us to the severity of alow tempereture,

_ * The euddeh decay of some of the elm tree 
in front of St. Catherine Hall, Cambridge,’’ 
says a correspondent of the Suffolk Chroniclo, 
** having excited the public attention, and given 
rise to a variety of erroneous opinions respect- 
ing its cause, Iam induced to offer a few re- 
marks upon this sabject (the result of personal 
observation and experiment,) as it is one of deep 
interest to all whe possess woodlands and orna- 
mental plantations. It appears to be @ prevail- 
ing opinion in the vicinity of Cambridge, that 
when the roots of a tree penetrate the gault, 
or blue clay, which extends over a large portion 
of the county, and in gealogical position lies tm- 
mediately below the chalk, thay cease to derive 
nourishment, and soon perish; but sufficient sat- 
isfactory evidence not having been adduced upon 
this point, I give no credit to the hypothesis, 
having, in repeated instances, found the real

| source of evil to proceed from the same cause 


as in the irees above alluded to, as well as in 
some which have perished in the plantations of 
Madingley Park. Their death has been deci- 
dedly occasioned by the ravages of a sraall bee- 
tle, of the genus Sycolytus, and of the species 
emphatically termed destructor. This msect 
penetrates the bark t:llit reaches the alburnum, 
It is in this portion of the tree, 
and the inner bay or diber contiguous to it, that 
the vital principle more especially resides; and 
here the female insect works her way for about 
two inches, in a direction parallel to the surface, 
and in her progress deposits numerous egga.— 
About September these are hatched into the 
grub or larva state, and from this feriod the 
work of destruction commences. The young 
grubs eat their way into the alburnum and liber, 
at right angles to the channel formed by the pa- 
rent insect, and in parallel lines to each other's 
progress. Thas very considerable patches are 
totally deprived of vitality, and it will be readi- 
ly understood that. whev a tree bas numerous 
wounds of this mature in a part so important to 
its functions, the circulation of its sap would be 
so impeded as to cause its immediate decay.— 
From Sep:ember to March, by removing a_por- 
tion of the bark, the larva may be found of the 
size and much resembling the nut maggot; and 
about the latter end of May the perfect insects 
begin to make their appearance. These soon 
eat their way through the bark, and in June and 
July may be observed busily employed in pre- 
paring to deposit a fresh stock of eggs, for the 
propagation of a new brood of grubs, the har- 
bingers of destraction for the ensving year.— 
When a tree has perished, they no longer lay

Those healthy trees in the vicinity of the imfect- 
ed, which it is a particular object to preserve, 
ought likewise to be subjected to the same pro- 
cess, as an effectual preservative against the ap- 
proaches of the insect, It has been suggested 
that some mineral poison, as corrosive subli- 
mate, might be advantageously mixed with the 
oil of tar; but I am not prepared to say whether 
the tree itself would not be injured by such an 
ingredient; the experiment has not been tried, 
and the test of experience will alone determine. 
Those who may wish for farther information re- 
specting the form and characters of this insect, 
will find an elaborafe description of it, together 
with an admirabl!- figure, given by Mr. Curtis in 
his [lustrations of British Entomology, No. 11, 
fig. 43. There is also an able paper upon its 
habits, and detailed account of the destruction 
it has occasioned among the elms in St. James’s 
Park, published by Mr: M’Leasy in the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Journal, 1824, page 106.— 
Specimens of the insoct, and portions of the bark 
exhibiting its very curious progress, I shall be 
happy to show in illustration of these remarks, 
which are with deference offered with a view to 
excite the attention of those interested, and to 
provide farther inquiry into this highly important 
subject; and I am more especially inclined to do 
s0, as the pest appears to be widely spreading 
in this neighbourhood, and, if not timely check- 
ed, we may soon expect to see its destructive 


effects visible in some of the ornamental treed in| 
the jastly admired walks of ‘the University; nor 


will this fear be considered imaginary when it 
is stated that a similar insect, a few years since, 
eaused snch devastation in the Hartz Forest in 
Germany, as threatened to suspend the mining 
operations of that extensive district.”

SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF 

CARON DE BEAUMARCHAL 


‘Translated for the Washiogton Cily Chronicle. 
Peter Augustine Caron de Beaumerchais 
was born in Paris, on the 24th January, 1782. 
His father, who. was a clock-maker,. intended 
him for the same eraployment, and wished him 
to unite his literary to hw mathematical studies,

Caron made a rapid progress. He distinguished 
himself by the invention of a new escapement, 
which, however was disputed, but the Academy 
of Sciences decided in his favor. Less sensible 
to this tridmph than to the trickery that had 
produced it, he renounced a profession in which 
his mind was too mach confined, and devoted 
himself to the arts of pleasing, and particularly 
to music, to which he was passionately attached, 
He was soon known for the agreeable compasi- 
tioas. which he executed on the harp with great 
superiority, an instrument the mechanism o 
whieh. he had improved, and became the rival 
of the most skilful perfarmerson it, The deugh- 
tera of Lovie 15th desired to receive lessons 
from him. Not less amusing by his spirit than 
agreeable by his talents, he pleased them +o 
well that after being called to thei concerts, le 
was admitted to their intimacy.

From a character of Burkr’s eloquence, 
in the December number of Biacxwoon's 
Maeaztxe, we extract the folllowing pas- 
sage, for the sake of the anecdote included 


in it, 

It is trae, however, that in some rare cases, 
Burke did indulge himself in a poor rhetorician’s 
use of fancy; consciously and profusel gre 
his ornaments for mere purpose of effect. Suc 
a case occurs, for instance, in that admirable 
picture of the degradation of Europe, where he 
represents the different crowned heads as bidding 
against each other at Basle for the favor and 
countenance of Regicide. Others of the same 
kind there are in his brilliant letter to the Duke 
of Bedford’s attack upon him in the House of 
Lords; and one of these we shall here cite, disre- 
garding its greater chance for being already fami- 
liar to the reader upon two considerations; first, 
that it has all the appearance of being finished 
with the most studied regard to effect; and se- 
cendly, for an interesting anecdote connected 
with it, which we have never seen im print, but 
for which we have better authority than could 
be produced perhaps for most of those which 
are. The anecdote is, that Burke, conversing 
with Dr. Lawrence and another gentleman on 
the literary value of his own writings, declared 
that the particular passage in the entire range 
of his works which had cost him the most labor 
and upon which, as tried by a certain canon 
of his own, his labor seemed to himself to have 
been the most successful, was the following: 

** Such are their ideas; such their religion; 
and such their law. But as to our country and 
our race, as long as the well-compacted strucs 
ture of our church and state, the sanctuary, the 
holy of holies of that ancient law, defended by’ 
reverence, defended by power, a fortress at once 
and a temple, (templum in modum arcis) shall 
stand inviolate on the brow of the British Sion; 
as long as the British monarchy, not more limited 
than fenced by the orders of the state, shall, 
like the proud Keep of Windsor, rising in the 
majesty of proportion, and girt with the doubty 
belt of its Kindred and coeval towers, as long as 
this awful structure shall oversee and guard the 
subjected land—so long the mounds and dykes 
of the low, fat, Bedford level will have nothing 
to fear from all the pickaxes of all the levellers 
of France.

Lieutenant ANDREW Skenr, of the Exe- 
tis Navy, one of the officers who accom- 
panied Captains Ross and Parry, in their 
voyages in search of the Nortu West pas- 
sage, lately made several experiments for 
the purpose of trying the efioct of some 
projected improvements in the machinery, 
used in steam navigation.

The chief desideratum in steam ngvigatio 
is to avoid the effect of the back-water, or, 
in other words, the loss of power which is 
occasioned by the wheel on its return when 
it is at a certain speed, or when it is. im- 
mersed below a certain depth, having to 
lift a large proportion of water. It is‘ this 
circumstance which, with wheels of ordina-

ascertained by lashing the paddles so as 
to fix them in a radical position like the

He sug- 
gested their application for the purpose of 
canal-navigation, as they possessed the ad- 
vantage (which was to a considerable ex- 
tent manifested in the present experiment, ) 
of agitating the water much less than the 
old paddles. The new ones did not pass it 
off in the same degree to the shore on each 
side, but caused it to expand chiefly in the 
wake of the vessel.

An Act prescribing certain duties on supervisors. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in General Assembly met, 
and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That, from and after the passage of this 
act, whenever the officers of any turnpike com- 
pany shall neglect or refuse to keep in repair 
the turnpike roads, or any part thereof, situate 
in the counties of Philadelphia, Delaware, Ches- 
ter, Lancaster, Montgomery, Bucks or Dauphin, 
it shall be the duty of the supervisors of the 
highways of the particular township or townships 
in which such part or parts of the road may be 
situate, to institute legal proceedings against 
such officers as may compel them to place the 
same in good and proper repair; and any super- 
visor neglecting and refusing to obey the provi- 
sions of this act, shall be liable to pay a fine not

A correspondent proposes that, of the 
applicants for the benefit of the collections 
now making, all able to work should be set 
to work at removing the snow and clean- 
sing the gutters. He suggests that each 
poor person, of this class, should receive 
one dollar, on producing a certificate from 
siz known citizens, that he had performed 
this service before each of their dwellings. 


Between the hours of three and four this 
morning, eleven of the convicts imprisoned 
in the Penitentiary, in Walnut street, es- 
caped through one of the windows of the 
second story on Walnut street.

Jack Smith is 
described asa Scotsman, about 50 yearsold, 
five feet ten inches in height, pock-marked, 
with hazel eyes and a large person; a car- 
penter by trade. He was a_ notorious bur- 
glar, frequently convicted, and in prison un- 
der sentence for life. In escaping, he drop- 
ped a bag containing saws, dubs, and other 
implements of burglary. A reward of 40 
dollars has been offered for his apprehen. 
siou, and 20 for each of his companions. 
Kendrick is believed to have injured himself 
in descending from the window.

known and unknown, must fall under ob- 
servation, the orders would be to examine 
both.

It was.intended, by the Department, 
and make no appropriation, to send out the.

‘ed to perform, in the best manner in their 
power, the surveys, drafts, &c. which 
might be required, and instructions were to 
be given to procure information relative to 
the present state, &c. of our commerce, 
and any other information profitable to the 
nation. 

To avoid the delay, hazard, &c. to which 
a single vessel would be exposed, the De- 
partment desired that Congress should per- 
mit a smaller also to be sent to assist; and 
that there should be added a person to ex- 
amine and report on the present state of 
our commerce, and the means of extending 
and improving it, an astronomer, a natura- 
list, with one or two sssistants, and one or 
two good draftsmen and surveyors. As to 
the distance towards the Pole to which the 
researches should extend, orders would be 
given to find and describe all islands, &c. as 
far to the South as circumstances would 
permit the expedition to go with safety and 
prudence; avoiding, with care, the difficulty 
which has so often occurred, ef being closed 
up in the ice. : 

In answer to the question, what has been 
done, it is said :— 


Orders were given to repsir the Peacock for 
pl emma and these repairs have been 
made. 

Officers have been ordered to hold themselves 
in readiness, sufficient in number and skill for the 
vessel and the object. 

Orders have been given to enlist seamen, of 
middle age and of good character, and an officer 
has been sent to Nantucket, and New Bedford 
to enlist a few who are accustomed to whaling 
and other employments in the Pacific. 

Directions have been given to prepare such 
mathematical and astronomical instruments and 
books as would be required. 

The proper officer has been ordered to pre- 
pare such provisions, &c. as will be required in 
addition to the ordinary provisions. 

An agent has been sent to procure the best 
and safest information, respecting the object 
mentioned in the resolution, from our fellow- 
citizens in the East, who have had most expe- 
rience in the navigation of the Pacific. 

An arrangement for a second vessel has been 
made in the manner and to the effect described 
in the annual report of the President. 

Correspondence, to a large extent, has been 
held with scientific men, to procure the best 
practicable guides in selecting persons to be at- 
tached to the expedition, and in preparing in- 
structions, should Congress permit two vessels 
to be sent. Arrangements have been made, on 
all the important points; which have however 
created no expense, and are altogether depea- 
dent on the decision of Congress. 

No appointments in the my wee scientife 
corps have been made, but the individuals who 
“will be selected hold themselves in readiness, 
‘should their appointment be permitted. ; 
The department is ready to organize the whole 

ition, the moment the legislative decisien 
nown.”’ . 


As to expenses incurred, it is said tha 
those of repairing the Pracocx are not yet 
ascertained, the accounts not having been 
rendered and settled. The ship, being 
much decayed could not have been sent to| 
sea without thorough repairs, and this ex- 
pense is properly chargeable to the ordinary 
head of repairs of the Navy, very little ha- 
ving been added to the vessel for the pur- 
poses of the expedition, and nothing that can 
injure in her future service. Sending an 
agent to the East has probably cost between 
500 and 1000 dollars. Mathematical books, 
instruments, and charts, probably about 2000 
dollars. ‘The greater part will be necessary 
to the navy. 

The Secretary’s calculation ofthe expense 
to be incurred, is the following: 


Ist. If the Peacock only be sent, the expense 
of that vessel will not be much greater than it 
would be if employed in an ordinary cruise; the 
pay of the officers will be received by them whe- 
ther engaged in this expedition, on leave of ab- 
sence, or some other duty. The only additional 
cost to the government will be in the books and 
instruments, in some extra provisions, and in 

ying an astronomer, should one be added. It 
is not to be doubted that the cost of supporting 
a vessel in that ocean, and engaged in such pur- 
suits, may be somewhat greater than if she were 
cruising on a cheap station near home; but the 
augmentation will not be large, and cannot be 
accurately estimated. 

If the Peacock be not sent, she will doubtless 
be ordered on some other service, connected 
with the protection of our commercial and other 
interests; and hence the difference to the govern- 
ment, as to expense, will be very small. I do not 
send an estimate of the annual support of such 
a vessel at sea, because it has heretofore been 
repeatedly communicated to Congress. 

2d. If another small vessel be sent, it will be 
officered and manned in the usual mode, and 
the expense that which is common to vessels of 
her size. 

3d. If the expedition be prepared, in all res- 
pects, in conformity to the views and wishes of 
the Department, there will be added the cost 
and expense of the provision ship, an esti- 
mate of which is not sent, because the price 
has not been ascertained. The whole expense 
of such a vessel, at a safe calculation, will fall 
short of $15,000. Like the others, she will 
‘be under the command of naval officers, who 
may, at times, be eble to aid in the work of the 
expedition. 

4th. The pay of five cr six persons, who will 
be chosen from civil life, and whose average com- 
pensation may be'estimated at about $1,600, 
some being considerably more, and others less 
than that sum. 

5th. About two or three thousand dollars for 
books and instruments for their use. 

The sum of $50,000, mentioned in the bill 
which has passed the House of Representatives, 
will be cient to enable the Depa:tment to fit 
out the expedition in a satisfactory manner; and 
there will be no further expense incurred, except 
the support of the vessels in subsequent years. 
Unless, indeed, it shall be the will of Congress, 
as 1 do not doubt that it will, to make some 
small additions to the pay of those employed 
when they return, should their services and suf- 
ferings have been severe, and the expedition ho- 
norable and profitable in its results to the Na- 
tion: an issue confidently anticipated by its 
friends.

If one vessel be sent alone, it will not be able 
toa ish all that could be desired. If two be 
sent, and they are so provided that they may be 
constantly engaged in the ee latit when 
the season will permit, in the lower late 
tudes, when driven back from the higher, it is 
believed that accurate charts may be made of 
many degrees of latitude, within two years and 
a half, and all scientific objects connected with 
the expedition, be satisfactorily advanced. It is 
pot to be doubted that the two vessels will perform 
more than double the amount of actual surveys 
which could be made by one, independent of all 
considerations connected with matters of sciencc. 

You will perceive that upon this point of time, 
no convincing speculation can be presented; it 
must be in exact proportion to the labour to be per- 
formed. The more coasts, islands, &c. there are 
te examine, the longer will it take to examine 
them; and, as it is believed that these are very 
numerous, it would be uncandid to pretend that 
a short period would be sufficient. 

But there is a consideration connected with 
this view, which relieves it from some of its ob- 
jections; the necessity for the expedition is in 
exact proportion to the extent of examinations to 
be made, and to our ignorance of the objects to 
be examined. 

It is believed that two or three years, steadily 
employed, would accomplish most of the “‘ ob- 
jects of the resolution.””

' A great part of the snow which fell on Friday 

has been washed away by a rain that commenced 
about noon, yesterday, and continued till be- 
tween eight and nine this morning. Last night 
the streets were flooded. Thermometer, at 9, 
A. M. to-day, 40 deg. 

In a school in this city a lad was killed by a 
blow from a pair of compasses, thrown by a 
school fellow; the points piercing one of his tem- 
ples. 

At Alexandria, D. C. on Monday morning, the 
thermometer stood at 16. 

The Editors of the New-York Gazette doubt 
the report of the fire at Demerara, as letters from 
that place, received at New-York, by the same 
vessel which brought the report, make no men- 
tion of it. 

Early yesterday morning, a chimnoy took fire, 
and the sleepers in the room adjoining sprang 
out of bed, believing the roari.. to be that of 
an earthauake. 

About half past 5 o’clook yesterday morning a 
fire broke out in a wooden building in the rear of 
18 Suffolk street, New York, and before it was 
got under destroyed one frame building, three 
stables, and three horses. The fire is supposed 
to be the work of an incendiary. 

The Albany Argus of Monday says,—'‘The 
storm of snow on Friday night, and the high 
wind on Saturday, were severer than any thing 
we have experienced this season. The quanti- 
ty of snow is considerable; the drift great in ail 
directions, and the road almost impassable. 
To this cause we attribute the failure of the 
mails.’’ 

Capt. D. W. Crocker has been appointed to the 
command of the Steam Boat Philadelphia, (the 
same he commanded in the late Commercial 
Line,) now connected with the new line to run 
from Baltimore to the Chesapcake and Dela- 
ware canal.

The depth of snow in the vicinity of Belfast, 
Me. notwithstanding the late rains and mild 
weather, is upwards of four feet. Much injury 
has been sustained, particularly in the new set- 
tlements, by the weight of the snow and rain re- 
tained by it, crushing down the roofs of barns 
and other out houses. 

We are informed, says the N. Y. Gazette, that 
a reverend gentleman, in his philanthrophic re- 
searches on Monday, found at Greenwich, a fa- 
mily consisting of a father and three children, 
who were actually starving through want. 

The cold of the present season has extended 
far South. The Savannah Georgian of the 16th, 
says—‘‘such a period of storm and sleet, and 
mist and wind,’’ has come over them as to drive 
them almost to despair.

Three hours and a half were spent in the con- 
sideration of executive business. 

In the House of Representatives, the hour de- 
voted to the morning business was nearly con- 
sumed in the presentation of petitions and re- 
ports. 

The special! order of the day, being the report 
of the Committee on the Library, on the subject 
of re-printing the documents of the first thir- 
teenth Congress was then taien up, and Mr. 
Wicxuirre had commenced some remarks in 
opposition to the report, when the expiration of 
the hour rendered it necessary for him to sus- 
pend his argument. 

The various appropriation bills which had 
been ordered for a third reading, were then read 
the third time and passed. 

The House then took up the bills acted on in 
Committce on Saturday, and passed them to a 
third reading. 

In the bill to provide for taking the fifth Cen- 
sus, Mr. Strornas made some observations on 
the amendment he had offered concerning the ra- 
tio of representation, and a brief discussion took 
place concerning it, but the amendment was fi- 
nally cut off by a successful motion for the pre- 
vious question, when the bill was ordered to be 
engrossed and read a third time to-morrow.

New York, Feb. 25.—-The sloop Paragon, 
Captain French, which left Peck Slip early on 
Sunday morning, in attempting to round 
Throg’s Point, about 8 o’clock, ran into a cake 
of ice, from which the active exertions of the 
captain and crew could not extricate her;—the 
floating ice and {tide soon drove her far up the 
bay opposite the Point, and afterwards near the 
Stepping Stones, where she was completely en- 
closed with firm ice. After remaining two days 
and nights in this situation, the passengers,{8 
in number, left her about 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and walked on the ice about three miles 
to within a few yards of T’arog’s Point. A small 
opening here obstructed their landing. They 
were however soon relieved from their unpleas- 
ant situation by the people at the Light House, 
who promptly despatched a small boat to take 
them off The ice extended beyond Sands’ Point, 
as far as the eye could reach, and the Sound ap- 
peared completely frozen from the island to the 
main. We have this information from one of the 
passengers. ‘ 


MURDER.—A Coroner’s inquest was held 

this morning upon the body of Ann Carr, alledg- 
ed to have been murdered by Ann Johnson, a 
colored woman. It appeared on the examination 
of several witnesses that the deceased, a white 
woman, aged about 24, boarded with Ann John- 
son, in a miserable room, No. 35 Augustus street; 
that they had frequently quarrelled about a white 
man named John Hart, who had formerly coba- 
bited with Johnson, but had subsequently left 
her and lived with the deceased, and called ber 
his wife, alledging that they were married some 
months since. On Sunday night Ann Johnson 
violently assaulted and beat the deceased, and 
threw her into the snow. They were both ad- 
dicted to drunkenness; but on this occasion John- 
son only was in liquor. On Monday afternoon 
Hart, the white man, came to the house and 
took the deceased into the yard to speak with 
her—when he was gone Johnson became enrag- 
ed, and fell upon her with great violence, which 
she continued at intervals during the whole night, 
beating the deceased on the head, shoulders 
and breast with a thick hickory club. 
s: Near morning she made the remark that she 
“had conquered, and she was at last dead.’’ She 
then laid the body on a cot, sat down composedly 
and smoked her pipe, stating to the persons who 
came in that Ann Carr had been out and got 
drunk and some one had killed her. Several of 
the witnesses testified that the murdress had re- 
peatedly declared that she would take the life of 
the deceased. Among other acts of brutality, 
she poured a bucket of cold water upon her vic- 
tim, then threw her into a snow bank, continu- 
ally beating her with a club. Doctors Ander- 
son and Francis were examined, and stated that 
the bruises inflicted would not probably of theim- 
selves produce death, but in the state in which 
they found the brain, violence of the kind was 
lable to affect the brain in a manner which 
would end fatally.

LOSS OF THE SHIP ALABAMA. 

Captain Badger, having arrived at Portland, 
Maine, has furnished a correct account of the 
loss of that ship. On the 11th December, at 
sundown, there was no land in sight from aloft; 
at about half past 9, P. M. the ship struck on a 
reef of Rocks, off Cape Antonio, the weather, 
at the time, being squally, with some rain: the 
helm was put hard up, but the ship refused to 
pay off: the sails were then braced hard a-back, 
with the intention of getting her off—but the sea 
and breakers setting in so vy, did not suc- 
ceed. Ina few minutes she knocked her rud- 
der off, and about two hours after, while thump- 
ing very heavy, she filled immediately. Capt. 
Badger and crew remained on board and about 
the ship for 8 days, endeavoring to get assist- 
ance from vessels passing, but without success; 
until H. B. M. 8. Espiegie came to their relief. 
A part of the cargo was then taken out in a da- 
mayed state, and the ship stripped of her mate- 
rials: all possible means were used to get her off, 
but without success, the ship having bilged on 
both sides, counter stove in, &c. 
Capt. Badger and crew, with the materials 
saved, then proceeded to Havana and thence 
home. 








MISSING VESSEL. 

Savannah, Feb. 16.—Considerable anxiety is 
manifested for the fate of the Cheraw, Captajn 
Nichols, one of the Schooner line between New 
York and this city. The C. sailed from New 
York about the 25th or 26th of last month, and 
no accounts of her have been since received, al- 
though several vessels have arrived, ‘some of 
them nearly two weeks since,’ which sailed a 
considerable time after her.
